The element of directionlessness in the Israeli national 
character is not always prominent, hut it has been during the 
Security Council debate in New York this week. The emer¬ 
gency debate was called for by Egypt, on the altogether logical

debate, avert or rectify conflict situations where the security 
of nations or people are abused. The occupied Arab territories 
are just this kind of situation, and the rising Arab death toll 
coupled with the persistent shows of Arab resistance would 
tend to make one realise that something is not right with the 
situation on the West Bank.

The manifestation of this Israeli principle is something 
akin to wanderings in the international diplomatic forest, 
j When the other nations of the world sit down to talk about 
j apples, the Israelis bring a crate of oranges. When the world 
j agrees to discuss oranges, the Israelis start talking about ba¬ 
ll nanas. If the world throws up its hands in despair and asks 
] the Israelis what kind of fruits they would like to discuss, the 
Israeli reply would inevitably be that they never agreed to 
discuss fruits in the first place, but that they might agree to 
discuss, say, green vegetables. 

The result of this phenomenon is the state of directidnless- 
ness which Israel has so lucidly shown once again is one of 
its primary characteristics. It is a waste of time, for example, 
1 to try and bring Israel to the Geneva conference to talk peace 
i with the Arabs, because Israel says it will only go to Geneva 
; if the PLO is not Invited. If this were agreed to, Israel would 
j then probably say that Montreux or Zurich are better places 
| to meet than Geneva. If this in turn were agreed to, Israel 
\ would probably say that Mexico is more conducive to peace 
j talks than Switzerland. And so on and >o forth 
j This is how Israel operates, and it would be silly to try 
j and bring about peace talks or disengagement agreements 
without first having some firm confirmation from the Israelis 
I themselves that they are ready to leave the evasive tactics at 
j home and step forth with a genuine, sincere willingness to 
* talk peace. 

The Israeli reply to this is that the obstacle to peace in 
the Middle East is the Arabs’ unwillingness to recognise the 
reality of Israel, or the reality of an Israeli state in Palestine. 

The only way these positions will ever be reconciled is 
for both the Arabs and the Israelis to face up to the full dimen¬ 
sions of their conflict and hammer out a solution that has 
elements of compromise and justice.

New oil and cement prices - 
Are they inflationary? 


The Jordanian government recently an¬ 
nounced an increase in the prices of two 
strategic commodities, cement and oil. The 
timin g of the price rise may not be desirable 
to Jo rdanians as the economy has been hit 
by an inflationary trend affecting almost all 
consumer items. 

To discuss the effect and consequences of 
this price rise, I need to look at each com¬ 
modity separately as the economic circum¬ 
stances and process of production of each 
differs from the other. 

■ The successive increases of crude oil 
prices which were announced by OPEC are 
seen as measures to protect the revenues 
of oil exporting countries from the erosion of 
western inflation and to maintain fair prices 
for this scarce and fast diminishing energy 
source. However, this price rise does not 
discriminate between the rich and developing 
countries, in the sense that the new crude oil 
prices were imposed on ail importing coun¬ 
tries. 

The Jordanian government was purchas¬ 
ing oil at $1.95 a barrel until 1970. Since 
October 1970, the price increased successi¬ 
vely until it became $-12 a barrel at the pre¬ 
sent time. The Jordanian government is 
.subsidising many consumer items such as 
[wheat, sugar and oil, at reasonable and stable 
prices. The government was spending about 
$75 million annually to cover the difference 
between the old and new crude oil price 
which is estimated at about $10 a barrel. As 
current consumption is estimated at about 
seven milli on barrels annually, the total sub¬ 
sidy will amount to $70 million. However, 
the government felt the need to review its 
oil subsidy policy and decided that the con¬ 
sumer must ultimately share part of the oil 


price rise, estimated at about JD5 
while the government takes care of t* 
of the total difference, about JD15 mi 1 

The government’s efforts to develo 
areas are appreciated and encourage 
shifting resources from one sector to i 
is well understood.

For 2000 years Bahrain has be¬ 
nefited from her natural freshwa¬ 
ter resources—but in recent yea¬ 
rs these have tended to become 
more saline. So the government 
has taken steps to ensure that 
modern technology helps to main¬ 
tain the “green and fertile” en¬ 
vironment unusual in the Middle 
East. 

The key to the current prob¬ 
lem is the construction of a sea¬ 
water desalination plant in ; con¬ 
junction with a power station on 
the island of Sitra. The total cost 
of the works, including improve¬ 
ment of the water supply network, 
is estimated at some £ 35 million. 

When the plant starts operating 
in the spring of 1976 it will have 
a capacity to process five million 
gallons (23 million litres) daily. 
Plans are now being made to ex¬ 
pand this at an early date to pro¬ 
vide for an ultimate capacity of 
20 million gallons (91 million tit- 
res) daily. Consideration is also 
being given to the establishment 
of another major plant elsewhere 
in the island. 

For the present scheme the go¬ 
vernment retained the services of 
three firms of British specialist 
consultants. 

One of the first rask was to as¬ 
sess existing and likely future wa¬ 
ter demands and to work out the 
best ways of blending the desali¬ 
nated water with the existing gr¬ 
ound water supplies. By this me¬ 
ans the desalination plant output 
can be “stretched” and a water of 
acceptable salinity produced at a 
much lower cost. 

Desalination is a field in which 
British engineers have a special 


expertise and many of the world’s 
major desalination plant installa¬ 
tions have used experience obtain¬ 
ed from Britain’s manufacturers. 
This is particularly true of plants 
in the Middle East. 

Basically, desalination of sea¬ 
water in achieved by copying the 
natural process of evaporation 
which yields fresh water as rain. 
The manmade process needs pow¬ 
er to make it work. So the econo¬ 
mics of desalination are particul¬ 
arly favourable where electricity 
demands necessitate installation 
of more generating plant since 
the distillation plant can use was¬ 
te heat from the generation pro¬ 
cess. 

Combined water/power station 
can cut the costs of both power 
and water by some 25 per cent 
compared with using separate un¬ 
its for both. 

What are styled “flash” distilla¬ 
tion plants heat incoming seawa¬ 
ter by using the power station’s 
waste steam and then pass it th¬ 
rough several distillation cham¬ 
bers in which pressure is reduced 
step by step. In each one, some

The story of Rolls-Royce began 
in May 1904 when Federick Henry 
Royce met Charles Charles Stew¬ 
art Rolls. The son of a wealthy 
landowner; Rolls had been inter¬ 
ested in cars even before Ms stu¬ 
dent days at Cambridge. By 1906 
he fr” 1 * a flourishing r /»mnn busi¬ 
ness as a dealer in high class mot¬ 
or cars. Rolls dealt almost ex¬ 
clusively in French types, but Ms 
ambition was to find a British car 
that would the better known Con¬ 
tinental models. 

Rolls was something of a pub¬ 
lic figure. His pypinfta on the 
road in t he air h*d m a de him 
famous as a motorist and balloon¬ 
ist By 1904 he had won many 
motoring events and set up a 
world speed record of 150 km/h. 

Frederick Henry Royce was the 
son of a miller. The family busi¬ 
ness failed when Henry was very 
young, and to supplement the 
family income he worked as a 
newsboy. After fixe death of his 
father, when Henry was nine ye¬ 
ars odd, he became a messenger 
with file post office. Fortunately, 
an cunt paid for him to became 
an a ppre nti ce with the Great Nor¬ 
thern Railway and it was here 
riwf he laid the foundation of his 
great engineering skills. 

In 1884 he invested his £ 20 
savings with £ 50 put up by a col¬ 
league in the formation of F.H. 
Royce and Company, electricians. 
The company, thrived, and at the 
turn of the century Royce bought 
a secondhand DecanvQle, a French 
car. TBs dissatisfaction with its 
pe rfo r ma nce prompted him to de¬ 
sign the first Royce car. In April 
1904 the two cylinder car was 
ready far its first run. It perform¬ 
ed weH, and two more were pro¬ 
duced. 


Wright d uring the brothers’ first 
visit to Europe, and bought the 
first Wright biplane built under 
licence in the United Kingdom by 
the Short brothers. Rolls held the 
Royal Aero Club flying certificate 
number two, issued on . the same 
day as certificate Number One, 
winch was awarded to the late 
Lord Brabazon. Rolls made the 
first double crossing of the English 
Channel in June 1910 and it is 
said he regretted that the achieve¬ 
ment could not have been made 
using a Rolls-Royce engine. 

The year 1910 was . a fateful 
year in the history of the com¬ 
pany. In early July Rolls was Idl¬ 
ed when his biplane crashed dur¬ 
ing a spot landing competition. 
He was the first Briton to loose 
his life in an accident involving 
a powered aircraft. In the same 
year Royce collapsed through 
overwork' and for a time was 
forced to leave his new factory 
at Derby under the supervision of 
his colleagues. 



Royce no special interest 
in aircraft or aeroengines, but 
when World War I broke out in 
1914 he set out to design an air¬ 
craft powerpJant. He agreed to 
build a French engine and ah en¬ 
gine designed by the Royal Air¬ 
craft Factory at Famborough in 
the company factories only on 
condition that their production 
ceased as soon as the new Rolls- 
Royce powerphurt was ready. 

Withing six months of the st¬ 
art of design work the first pro¬ 
totype aeroengine was on the 
test bench. The engine, a water 
cooled 12 cylinder Vee with two 
banks of cylinders arranged - at an 
angle of 60 degrees, was named 
the Eagle. Producing 167 kW in¬ 
itially, although designed around 
an output of 150 kW, the Eagle 
had increased in power to 270 KW 
by the end of the war. 

A long line of famous piston 
engines, followed, and all reflect¬ 
ed the Royce search for perfect? 
ion. 

In 1929 Royce had been asked

to provide an engine for the Sch¬ 
neider Trophy seaplane race, one 
of the classic sporting events 
of che period. Rolls-Royce was ab¬ 
le to develop an existing engi¬ 
ne, the Buzzard, into a specialised 
racing engine, and this was to 
prove significant for the company 
and for Britain. 

It laid the foundation for the 
Merlin, engine, which was to pow¬ 
er most of the out-standing Bri¬ 
tish aircraft of toe next genera¬ 
tion. By 1945 over 166,000 Merli¬ 
ns had been produced for such ty¬ 
pes as the Hurricane, Spitfire, 
Mustang, Mosquito, Wellington 
and Lancaster. 

Much earlier than this Rolls-Ro¬ 
yce had begun to study the possi¬ 
bilities of jet propulsion. In 1940 
the company began manufacturing 
components for the early en¬ 
gines of Sir Frank Whittle, a you¬ 
ng Royal Air Force officer who 
began work on Britain’s first jet 
engine in 1930. By 1943, the first 
RoD-Royce jet, the Welland, had

When Rolls met Royce the two 
men, from widely diffe rent back¬ 
grounds and far apart in age, took 
an imniftfiate liking to each oth- 
r^.^RdB^mnderib o i Hn^Wt al l-the - 
cars Royce could produce. The 
name Rolls-Royce came into being 
at Christmas 1904 in a working 
agreement between C. S. Rolls 
Ltd. and Henry Royce Ltd. From 
then on all the cars were given 
the name Rolls-Royce. The first 
. Silver Ghost model appeared at 
the London Motor Show of 1906 
and soon was known as “the best 
car in the world”. 

Rolls, as a flying enthusiast, had 
met the Wright brothers as early 
as 1896. He flew with Wilbur

Meteor, powered by a Rolls-Royce 
engine, was an early military jet 
aircraft. 

A full range of military and 
civil Rolls-Royce turbine engines 
followed. But during the early 
1960s it became clear that the 
la unching cost of advanced engi¬ 
nes was beyond the resources of 
medium sized companies, and for 
this reason Rolls-Royce acquired 
the assets of its principal Euro¬ 
pean competitor, Bristol Siddeley 
Engines in 1966. Bristol Siddeley 
brought to the enlarged company 
expertise on engines for vertical 
takeoff air-craft and supersonic 
transports. In fact the Pegasus 
engine for the Harrier jump jet 
and the Olympus engine for the 
Concorde were conceived by Bris¬ 
tol Siddeley. 

In the mid-1960s it became evi¬ 
dent that the next generation of 
civil transports would have seats 
for up to 500 passengers and wo¬ 
uld be powered by advanced tur¬ 
bofans producing more than 178 
kn. After intense competition, 
Pratt and Whitney gained the con¬ 
tract from Boeing to supply the 
engine for the first of the jumbo 
mrihiBrs, thp 747. 

. The competition .to* provide .the 
engines for the large capacity air¬ 
craft under development by Lock¬ 
heed and McDonnell Douglas in 
the United States of America was 
even greater because each of the 
world's three principal engine 
manufacturers, Rolls-Royce, Pratt 
and Whitney ami General Elec¬ 
tric, knew that to remain in the 
front rank they bad to gain a 
foothold in the market for advan¬ 
ced turbofans. In tire event, Rolls- 
Royce's RB 211 engine was chos¬ 
en for the Lockheed aircraft, the 


TriStar, and the General Electric 
engine, the CF6, was selected for 
the McDonnell Douglas DC-10. 
But the tight schedule the tough 
pricing and the very advanced 
concept of its new engine brought 
Rolls-Royce in 1971 into a criti¬ 
cal financial state. Lockheed also 
suffered under the strain of laun¬ 
ching the TriStar. It took an in¬ 
fusion of aid from the British 
Government and a reorganisation 
of the company to put Rolls-Royce 
back on a sound footing. Lockhe¬ 
ed had to seek a guarantee from 
the United States government in 
order to secure sufficient bank 
loans to ensure the viability of the 
TriStar project 

In the reorganisation of Rolls- 
Royce as Rolls-Royce (1971) Ltd., 
the motor car and aero piston en¬ 
gine side of the business was sp¬ 
lit off as a new company, Rolls- 
Royce Motors, with its own iden¬ 
tity. This company already has 
launched several new Rolls-Royce 
cars and is set to continue in the 
tradition set by Sir Henry Royce. 

As to Rolls-Royce (1971) its 
RB211 possibly is technically the 
most advanced of the three large 
turbofans now available from 
Rolls-Royce, Pratt and Whitney 
and- General’ Electric, - but compe¬ 
tition between the three remains 
intense. From an original thrust 
level of 178 kn current versions 
of the RB211 exceed 220 kn and 
more than 100 TriStars are in 
service. 

As if to underline the impor¬ 
tance of the “jumbo” market to 
the engine manufacturers, Boeing 
is offering versions of the 747 po¬ 
wered by all three big engines, 
and British Airways will be the 
first customer for the RB211 pow¬ 
ered variant (LPS).
